1 ceptual plans on this truly important issue be put to the litmus 

I test of full discussion by your staff, to include comprehensive 

• examination of issues and critiques such as those raised in the 

i memorandum.

I wish to go on record with the attached analysis and recommen- 
j dations to again urge you and the President not to rush into an 

j agreement such as that outlined by Hanoi on October 26. I urge 

J you to review the stakes, the implications and the options involved 

\ and to alter the draft outline circulated by Hanoi. I further rec- 

j ommend that in the next rounds of the negotiations and in the 

• Administration's public statements, the Communists be pressed 

• to take the explicit and practical reciprocal steps required to 

> build a truly just and effective foundation for peace in Southeast 

Asia.
